The notes are 
made payablo to "the bearer" and they 
can therefore be used as fractional cur 
rency in any place to which they are sont- 
1'bo notes are printed on pure linen 
oook-paper of tho best quality, chemi- 
cally prepared in such a manner as not to

ight, while it is sensitive to tho action of 
acids or other liquids often us 3d 'by 
lorgers. 
Tho color ot the paper is pure 


^emon, and the front surface is printed 


ovor •with an underlying tint of golden 
jrown—a combination selected as boing 
the safest and most suitable for the pur- 
pose. Tho water-marks in the paper, 
iwisted in tho form of a figure 8, have 
tho words "U.- S. Postal Note" in -dupli- 
cate—reading'from'both left and right. 
These water-marks can be" seen only 
when the note is hold up between the 
light and tho eye. Iu the'underlying tint 
ia a vignette consisting ot a classical 
female head wearing a hamlet, which was 
engraved, it is said, from the portrait of 
a postmaster's pretty daughter. Much of 
the tint is made up of miniature photo- 
graphic designs, containing the words 
"United States Postal Note" repeated 
many hundred times, and engraved so 
finely that one .can read the words with 
tho naked eyo, which it would bo diffi- 
cult to make a 'counterfeit..

wheels, with a halo from behind, make 
up a portion ot the tint. The back of 
tho note is elaborate is printed in a dark 
green. In tho center is the monogram 
"U. S.," engraved-in a geometrical lathe. 


A charge of three, cents .will be made

Tho soci- 
ety comprises some of the wealthiest 
Catholics in the city. It began in 1869 
with a small mission school.

None aro committed by

charity in the summer excursions for 
the poor. The St. John's Guild gives a 
number of these, nnd at least a dozen 
different societies get them up during 
tho summer. Provision -is made to give 
many of tlie youngsteis a run in the 
country or by the seaside. A very in- 
teresting 
experiment ir. industrial 


education has just been smarted by the 
society for Ethical culture, with which 
Prof. Felii *Adler is connected. Both 
sexes are cared for, and the education 
is thorough and scientific; intended to 
develop all the talent that can bo found, 
so that, when the course • is through, 
the girls may bo great designers and 
the boys great architects or- artists. 
Then there are flow_er and fruit missions, 
which makes it a point to visit the prisons 
.and hospital. There aro burial socie- 
ties, so that all the poor need not go to 
Potters field. There is one society 
that • takes in only drunken womon. 
This is kthe Hopper Home. All of these 
charities, and numerous others, are 
chiefly supported by contributions from 
the very women whose outlays for 
dress the thoughtless are ready to 
condemn: A -women may wear velvet 
over a big, warm heart.

singular incidents of tho war, au inci- 
dent'stranger than fiction, embodying 
in itself u bit of military romance as re- 
markable sis unything depicted in imag- 
inative literature. It's a now story," 
added the speaker, "arid has never been 
in print, the principal, .participants 
having mentioned' it only 
hero and 


there in intercourse 
witli 
personal 


friends." - T h e curiosity of his'compan- 
ion was aroused, and the speaker was 
eagerly solicited to tell the romance of 
Iho unaccountable line on tho map. 
"IVenty-fivc yours ago or thereabouts," 
wont on the loading conversationalist, 
consenting to recite what had so seldom 
been told, "Col. William E. Barrows, 
president of tho Willimnntic Linen 
company, had a school friend and com- 
panion at Phillips academy at Andover, 
where his father was a professor in the 
theological seminary. The boy's namo 
was Huntington .Taekson.

Tho idea was^so 
completey iiv opposition t'o every mili- 
tary principle that it seemed prepos- 
torons, but as-the result turned out it 
was an inspiration. 
Col. Barrows was 


ordered to gallop back to tho reserve 
and bring forward 
two regiments. 


Turning his horse's head he shot away, 
followed by an orderly. But in a dozen 
seconds ho found the way impractica- 
ble and leaped from his .saddle to the 
ground, determined to reach the re- 
servo on foot and bring forward the ne-- 
ccssavy troops for his 
commander. 


Quiuk'us thought he placed tho bridlo 
reins of his horse in tho orderly's hand, 
nnd thfi'nest instant had disappeared 
in tlio^tliicket. 


'"Col. Barrows had not gone half a 


dozen rods when- he felt himself lifted 
bodily from the ground and carried for- 
ward with tremendious rapidity. _ A 
heavy shell had struck tho earth just 
nndeV his feet, and, had torn up loads 
of debris from the surface, the cor.cus- 
sion tearing ono of the colonel's shoes 
from his feet, and blinding him with 
the cloud of dust and loam.

his eyes open when lie found that tliero 
was still life left in him', he looked up. 
and saw standing by his side tho old 
school friend and companion at Phil- 
lips Academy, whom he had not seen 
for years:1' The'' two 'msn, glancing at 
one another, exclaimoil:

mauding officer.

When 
Gen. Hancock 'discovered what had been 
done ho was heard to exclaim : 'If the 
d-^n fool can be found who ordered 
this 'movement I'll brevet him.' The
